LONDON (INS) — British 
troops are expected to be 
withdrawn from Oman within 
a few days.

Reports reaching 
London said the British will 
leave the Sultan’s troops to 
complete the mopping-up 
operations in the area. The 
RAF is expected to leave suf- 
ficient aircraft in the Oman 
area to support the Sultan's 
forces in the event of an 
emergency.

Al Harithy quoted the cable 
as saying the Imam’s supporters 
abandoned the Nizwa and Firg 
fortresses only after the Royal 
Air Force had bombarded them 
for eight hours non-stop.

Al Harithy said the Arab 
League has cabled to the United 
Nations asking for an urgent 
meeting of the Security Coun- 
cil to force a British withdrawal 
from Oman. 


“Should the United Nations 
Security Council or General 
Assembly fail us, we would ally 
ourselves with Russia—and at 
Russia’s own terms,” he said.

An official Government state- 
ment charged the United States 
had signified willingness to pay 
Syria between 300 and 400 mil- 
lion dollars in aid if Damascus 
changed governments and made 
peace with Israel. 

Political quarters here said 
Syria would lodge a strong 
protest with the United States. 
The Damascus statement said 
major participants in the alleg- 
ed conspiracy were ex-dictator 
Col. Adib Shishekly, and the 
Syrian military attache in 
Rome, Col, Ibrahim Husseini. 
Shishekly was sentenced in 
absentia last February to life 
imprisonment on a charge of 
leading a subversive group. 
The, statement charged that 
the United States assigned an 
intelligence agent, identified as 
Howard Stone, to conspire with 
Shishekly and Husseini. 

The U.S. Embassy later Tues- 
day labeled as a “complete 
fabrication” the Syrian state- 
ment about an alleged Amer- 
ican conspiracy to overthrow 
Syria’s present regime. 

U.S. Embassy Press Attache 
Robert A. Lincoln said in reply- 
ing to questions there have 
been no arrests among Amer- 
ican nationals in Syria. 

He said Howard Stone, men- 
tioned in the Syrian statement 
as an “American expert on coup 
d’etats who conducted the 
American anti-Syrian  conspi- 
racy,” was in Damascus work- 
ing with the political section of 
the American Embassy. 


Post-Of fice Robber Arrested 
While Cashing In at Nagoya 


Nagoya Police arrested Mon- 
day a member of a gang that 
sneaked into an Osaka post of- 
fice Saturday, stole a large num- 
ber of postal money order 
forms and cashed a total of ¥1,- 
350,000 within four hours of the 
robbery at post offices in Na- 
goya and the Kanto region by 
using forged money orders. 


The gang broke into the 
Namba Post Office in Osaka 
Saturday after hours, and got 
away with ¥20,000 in cash, 104,- 
830 postage stamps worth ¥1,- 
389,500, 51,565 revenue stamps 
worth ¥960,700 and 200 postal 
money order forms. Police esti- 
mate the gang consisted of 7 
to 10 members. 

Monday afternoon, a man 
turned up at the Fukue Post 
Office in Nagoya, and tendered 
a ¥50,000 money order to have 


it cashed. A clerk noticed it 
was forged and immediately 
called police. 

When arrested, the mar 
identified himself as Hide 
Kawamura, 46, an employe of 
a Tokyo firm. It was also found 
that the forged money order 
was one of the 200 order forms 
stolen from the Osaka post of- 
fice last Saturday. 

Meanwhile, police discovered 
that within four hours of the 
robbery the gang had cashed 
a total of ¥450,000 at nine post 
offices in the Kanto district and 
¥900,000 at 18 post offices in 
Nagoya with forged money 
orders. 

Police also suspect that the 
gang is implicated in another 
robbery case in which postage 
stamps worth ¥%450,000 were 
stolen from the Awaji Post Of- 
fice in Osaka June 24, 


Japan Will Start 
A-Output Friday 


A spokesman for Japan’s 
Atomic Energy Research 
Institute in Ibaraki Prefec- 
ture yesterday announced 
that the uranium fuel in 
the institute’s research reac- 
tor would reach a critical 
point and start producing 
atomic energy from Friday, 
this week. The start of 
atomic energy production 
will mark a milestone in 
Japan’s development of 
atomic power. The institute 
started dissolving uranium 
fuel in distilled water at 3 
p.m. yesterday following 
preparatory work on Mon- 
day. The institute expected 
to finish the dissolving work 
by Friday. The dissolved 
fuel. will be kept in a fuel 
tank in the reactor room 
and then piped into the 
heart of the reactor by the 
vacuum suction method, 


Cesium 137 
Detected in 
Muscle Tissue 


OSAKA (Kyodo)—Assistant 
Prof. Yasushi Nishiwaki of 
Osaka City University yesterday 
reported to the Strontium 90 
Intensity Measurement Group of 
the Ministry of Education that 
he had recently succeeded in de- 
tecting cesium 137 in muscle tis- 
sue taken from a human Cada- 
ver.” 


A spokesman for the measure- 
ment group said that the detec- 
tion of cesium 137 by chemical 
analysis was unprecedented in 
the world. 


Nishiwaki reported that he 
had detected one-tenth of a 
micromicrocurie of cesium 137 
in one gram of muscle from the 
corpse of a 45-year-old man, 


As the amount of potassium 
in the muscle is more or less 
constant, the amount of cesium 
137 is 50 cesium units in terms 
of the _ international cesium 
units, that is, 50 micromicro- 
curies per gram of potassium. 

Nishiwaki said in the report 
that the figure does not show a 
big difference as compared with 
the amount of 30 cesium units 
(30 micromicrocuries) detected 
in a standard meal and the 
amount of 20-60 cesium units 
(30-60 micromicrocuries) de- 
tected in human urine, by as- 
sistant Prof. Hidetsugu Yama- 
gata of Gumma University. 


Prof. Yoshio Hiyama of To- 
kyo University, commenting on 
the report, said these figures 
also afford a basis for comput- 
ing the amount of radiation on 
the genital glands.

German-Soviet economic talks 
will be resumed Wednesday, it 
was announced Tuesday. 

German envoy Rolf Lahr 
Tuesday saw Soviet Deputy For- 
eign Minister Viadimir Seme- 
nov, who agreed to continue the 
economic talks.

U.S. Restrictions 


The current revival of agita- 
tions in the United States for 
restrictions on imports from 
Japan is a matter of serious 
concern and deep regret to the 
Japanese 

In the Kishi-Eisenhower joint 
statement, issued in Washington 
recently the

ed any inten- 
tion on its part 
to restrict Ja- 
panese - Amer- 
ican trade. 

I sincerely 
hope that, in

manner befitting the leader na- 
tion of the world. 


Japan and the U.S. have deep 
ties of amity and economy. It 
is unquestionably important for 
the two nations to increase 
these ties still further, 

Japan’s best customer is the 
U.S. Unless Japan’s trade with 
the U.S. goes well, the Japa- 
nese economy will get into 
difficulty. 

Meanwhile, I should like to 
bring to the notice of the Amer- 
icans some figures. Japan’s 
trade with the U.S, last year 


on Japanese Goods 


totaled about 1,000 million dol- 
lars, of which Japanese exports 
were 500 million dollars show- 
ing a heavy import excess for 
Japan. Japan’s exports were 
only about 4 per cent of the 
total imports into the U.S. 


We Japanese, are not unaware 
of the position of U.S. industry, 
but we appeal for consideration 
of our position also. What is 
important is mutual under- 
standing, mutual concession 
and mutual restraint for the 
sake of closer ties. 


I suggest that the industries 
of both nations exchange fact- 
finding survey teams as | 
lieve it would undoubtedly help 
in the solution of the problem. 


I also believe a joint Japan- 
U.S. Trade Commission made 
up of Government representa- 
tives and civilians—being con- 
templated by the Japan Trade 
Association—will be a desirable 
experiment. 

I take this occasion to remind 
U.S. industry of the sustained, 
conscientious efforts made by 
Japanese industry to date to live 
up to its pledge to adjust ex- 
ports to the U.S.

Leaving Today 
BERLIN (INS)—Soviet Com- 
munist Party Chief Nikita S. 
Khrushchev was expected to 


sign a document Tuesday which 
would comprise at least a part 
of the blueprint for the kind of 
Communist world he wants. 

He leaves East Berlin Wed- 
nesday after a week’s visit. As 
a result of his visit, the Soviets 
are expected to give East Ger- 
many enough coal, iron and 
other materials to feed the fac- 
tories and enough food to keep 
industrial workers on the job. 

The communique was almost 
certain to follow the lines of 
Khrushchev’s Volkskammer 
speech Thursday in which he:

Fingerprint 
Issue Tough: 
Fujiyama 


Foreign Minister  Ajichiro 
Fujiyama said yesterday that 
the problem of fingerprinting 
Communist Chinese delegates 
to Japanese trade fairs schedul- 
ed for this autumn could be 
settled if there were only one 
trade fair and not two.

This would eliminate the ap- 
plication of regulations regard- 
ing fingerprinting of aliens. 


Fujiyama hoped -the Commu- 
nist Chinese authorities would 
understand this situation. 


The Foreign Minister had or- 
dered officials of his ministry 
to study if there was any way 
to dispense with the fingerprint- 
ing of foreign delegates in gen- 
eral to trade fairs in Japan who 
stayed more than two months 
here. He got a negative reply. 


Fujivama said he hoped to 
reach a final decision on the 
problem as soon as possibie. 
He said the Government would 
not discriminate against Chinese 
nationals in connection with the 
fingerprinting of foreign dele- 
gates to trade fairs. 

The Foreign Minister, who

Poland Is Tense 


As Strikers Defy 
Army and Police

LODZ, Poland (Kyodo- 
UP)— The Government 
rushed police  reinforce- 
ments Tuesday from War- 
saw to Lodz, Poland’s 
second largest city, where 
a sitdown streetcar strike 
threatened to touch off a 
new wave of ‘bread and 


freedom”’ riots. 


After dangerous clashes Mon- 
day, striking streetcar workers 
had barricaded themselves in 
the citys’ two biggest trolley 
terminals. They vowed they 
would not come out until their 
wage demands are met, 

The situation was tense and 


ugly. 
(police) 


Militiamen armed 
with pistols and clubs surround- 
ed the two depots, and police 
radio cars swarmed in the 
streets. The license plates of the 
prowl cars showed that many 
of them had moved in from the 
capital. 

Streetcar traffic halted com- 
pletely. Army trucks shuttled 
along the main trolley routes 
providing substitute transporta- 
tion for stranded wayfarers. 

The truck drivers were the 
only troops in evidence in the 
city early Tuesday. 

In Warsaw Deputy Premier 
Piotr Jaroszewicz announced 
that “certain wage increases” 
would be granted tram opera- 
tors and others among those 
lowest on the pay scale in 
Poland. He said these raises 
would be paid out of procééeds 
from increased taxes on alco- 
holic beverages. 

To meet all wage claims 
would require an increase in the 
price of consumer goods, the 
Deputy Premier declared. <A 
rise of 15 per cent on drinks 
containing more than 11 per 
cent alcohol was proclaimed last 
week to obtain increased re- 
venues and combat skyrocketing 
alcoholism. 

No Warsaw papers reported 
the Lodz tram strike by late 
Tuesday. 

Not one trolley moved"in this 
city of 600,000. 

Polish Communist _ leader 
Wladislaw Gomulka called out 
troops and secret police to 
smash the transport workers’ 
strike before it flares inte a re- 
petition of last year’s bloody 
Poznan riots. 

Agents of the Government’s 
secret police mingled with 
crowds on the streets. 

The transport workers de 
manded a 50 per cent pay in- 
crease and the same 40-hour 
week. They now get a basic 
average of 800 zlotys a month 
—about $200 at the unrealistic 
Official exchange rate—but in . 
fact only enough to -buy a 
medium-priced pair of. shoes. 

Almost all are obliged to 
work overtime to make-a liv- 
ing. With overtime, they make 
about 1,400 zlotys a month.

Of the totai, 131 were charged 
with manslaughter and 9809 
with burglary.

Soviet Premier Sends 
Message to Nagasaki 


LONDON (AP)—Soviet Pre- 
mier Nikolai Bulganin Monday 
told the Japanese people that 
suspension of nuclear tests was 
up to the Western powers. 


Bulganin’s message—one of 
his few public statements since 
being dropped from Nikita 
Khrushchev’'s traveling troupe 
—was sent to the mayor of 
Nagasaki on the 12th anniver- 
sary of the atom bombing of 
that city. 


Moscow Radio gave the Tass 
version of the message in a 
broadcast for listeners outside 
the Soviet Union. 


The Tass report said: 


“Having noted the important 
contribution of the people of 
Nagasaki to the Japanese peo- 
ple’s struggle for banning nu- 
clear weapons and their tests 
and for the preservation of 
peace throughout the world, 
Bulganin said in his message 
that the Soviet Government has 
repeatedly laid before other 
states proposals aimed at stop- 
ping atomic and hydrogen weap- 
ons tests ....

Morros was born to a family 
of musicians in St. Petersburg 
(now Leningrad). He was a 
child prodigy who mastered al- 
most all known musical instru- 
ments by the age of 12.

Morros said he didn’t ask for 
money from the Russians and 
didn’t receive any. He said he 
spent two million dollars of his 
own money on his espionage 
work and is now broke. 

Finally, Morros was put on 
the Russians’ “very suspect” 
list. He said the Soviet Em- 
bassy in Washington received 
charges “from their paid spies 
here—Americans—that I was 
not loyal to the Russian objec- 
tives.” 

Morros went to Munich last 
January.

| Drinking Rain Water 


Lighthouse Worker 
Face Health Checkup 


The Maritime Safety Agency has decided to look id the 
health conditions of all lighthouses where keepers use rain water 


for drinking purposes in view of reports that radioactive rain 
water may be responsible for a drop in the — count of 
lighthouse workers in Fukushima Prefecture. 


A physical examination of six 
workers at the Shioyasaki Light- 
house in the city of Taira, re- 
cently fallowing complaints of 
languor revealed that four had 
white corpusle counts of 3,000 
to 4,000 against 7,000 in a nor- 
mal person. 

MSA, in cooperation with the 
Welfare Ministry, will conduct 
the survey on 600 lighthouse 
workers at 107 places. 

Out of 2,000 lighthouses in 
the country, 256 are manned 
and of these rain water is stor- 
ed for drinking purposes at 107 
places. 

The first case of a low leuco- 
cyte count among lighthouse 
workers was reported in June 
1954 at the Cape Sata Light- 
house on the tip of Osumi Penin- 
sula, Kagoshima Prefecture. 
The patient eventually recover- 
ed his health and no conclusion 
was reached as to the cause. 

A worker at the Kusagaki 
Lighthouse in Kagoshima Pre- 
fecture has also complained of 
feeling tired. 

The lighthouse division of 
MSA later ordered that rain 
water be filtered since tests in- 
dicated that radioactivity could 
be lessened considerably by the 
filtering process. The forth- 
coming survey will be conduct- 
ed in view of the fact that filter- 
ing apparently does not remove 
all of the danger. 

MSA is also pushing plans to 
make 58 ofthe rainwater-using 
lighthouses operate automati- 
cally. Work has been started 
at one in Hokkaido and another 
in the Izu Islands with 36 mil- 
lion yen earmarked in this 
year’s budget.

The skis now being used by 
members of the antarctic ex- 
pedition team were made by 
the Nishizawa Ski al 
ing Factory in Nagano . 
ne rhe ieaneeatare of skis has 
become a prosperous industry 
due to the popularity of skiing 
as a winter sport particularly 
among the younger set. The 
Nishizawa Ski Manufacturing 
Factory made 40,000 pairs of 
skis last year, which is more 
than half of the entire produc- 
tion in Nagano Prefecture. 


This plant which was open- 
ed in 1930 on a small scale is 
one of 20 factories which last 
year produced 70,000 pairs. To 
catch up with the increased de- 
mand the plant has been ex- 
panded after the war. 

Duging the first part of World 
War the production of skis 
continued to provide Japanese 
forces stationed in the northern 
districts with skis. However, 
following defeat in the air and 
loss of Japan’s planes this 
plant was commandeered to 
make wooden wings for Japa- 
nese planes. “The military au- 
thorities must have been crazy 
to have thought that they could 
fight with wooden-winged 
planes,” says the manager. 

At this factory 100 employes 
including women are working 
hard to produce skis of the best 
quality. The women are em- 
ployed to paint the finished skis. 
According to the Labor Stand- 
ards Law women are not allow- 
ed to handle heavy machines, so 
in this plant painting is the 
only suitable work for women 
as everything else is machine 
operated. 

According to the manager de- 
mands for women’s skis have 
increased greatly after the war. 
The style and shape for wom- 
en’s skis are the same as those 


for men, but they are shorter, 
averaging from six to six and a 
half feet long. 

At the factory wooden boards 
cut to the size and length of skis 
are piled high for sun drying. 
After being dried in the sun 
they must be smoke dried, so 
that any moisture left in the 
wood will evaporate. Usually 
unseasoned timber contains 50 
per cent water which must be 
reduced to 7 per cent. Five 
pieces of dried wooden boards, 
each about two-tenths of an inch 
thick, are glued together by 
chemical adhesives. When the 
boards are firmly stuck together 
the board is cut crosswise into 
four and the four pieces are 
again glued together. In this 
way one ski is made up of 20 
different pieces of wood. This 
gives pliability to skis. Pre- 
war products were made of one 
board, so they were hard and 
stiff. 

By the time the skis are 
finished the volume of water in 
one ski increases to 10 per cent, 
but the skis manufactured in 
the northeastern areas where 
humidity is high contain 13 per 
cent water. Nagano Prefecture 
is suited to the production of 
skis as the climate is dry as 
compared with Hokkaido and 
the northern areas. 

Another change or improve- 
ment from prewar skis is the 
application of a steel edge. 
Those with narrow sharp edges 
are regarded as of the best qual- 
ity. Ski champions and profes- 
sionals have specially-made skis. 

According to the manager the 
manufacturers do not profit 
much on skis, but sticks and 
other ski accessories bring in 
better profits. 

A pair of the best skis costs 
¥18,000, but if it is made to 
order the price is higher. The 
most expensive pair made by

the same plant last year was 
priced at ¥24,000. 


The most expensive skis are 
made of hickory which grows 
in the United States. As Japan 
has no hickory it must be im- 
ported. Oak trees which grow 
in Nagano Prefecture, maple 
trees abundant in Hokkaido, 
ash growing in Kagoshima and 
pagoda trees are generally used 
for skis. 


Nagoya Prefecture which was 
third on the list of ski manufac- 
turing districts last year has 
stepped up its production with 
the result that it has become 
second this year following Hok- 
kaido. Toyama and Niigata 
Prefectures are other «hi pro 
ducing areas. Skis were pri- 
marily used in the above-men- 
tioned prefectures as footwear 
instead of geta (clogs) during 
the winter months to walk on 
the snmow-covered roads, but 
gradually skiing has become an 
important winter sport. Fifty 
per cent of the products is said 
to be sold in Tokyo. 

Altogether there are about 50 
ski producing plants which are 
registered with the union. 

The bueiest time for ski mak- 
ers is from January to July. 
For next year Nagano Prefec- 
ture has received an order from 
the United States for 30,000 
pairs of skis. The manufactur- 
ers wish to expand their busi- 
ness and export their products 
not only to the United States 
but to other foreign countries. 

With the fad for water skiing 
the Nishizawa Ski Manufactur- 
ing Factory plans to make 
water skis in time for next sum- 
mer. 


This company employs about 
30 ski professionals each winter. 
They visit various skiing cen- 
ters and offer suggestions for 
improvements.

The Music Hall Stage 


A Boat With Two Captains 


Hot weather, and a resultant 
relaxation, seems to have hit the 
Nichigeki Music Hall as well as 
elsewhere. Despite air condi- 
tioning this “tropical glamor 
show” is tame and the girls are 
languid. Gypsy Rose, always 
one of the most sluggish, bare- 
ly shows signs of life (except 
in one scene involving bestiality 
which apparently raised her 
flagging interest) and even Ma- 
sumi Harukawa, formerly one 
of the most animated, all teeth, 
eyes, and bouncing flesh, had 
been rendered quite apathetic 
despite a production number 
which features her as a cowboy 
and allows her to shoot at the 
audience, a circumstance the 
prospect of which, one would 
have thought, might have raised 
her to new heights of vivacity. 
The girls wilt like so many 
forced blooms and the show 
is given over to the none too 
capable hands of the dancers, 
the singers, and the comics. 


There are some relatively 
fetching routines, though not 
too many. Akemi Nara, who 
here of late has more and more 
frequently given in to her 
weakness for histrionics, does a 
“snake dance” during which she 
rolls both eyes and pelvis (in 
opposite directions at that, no 
mean feat im itself) and makes 
like afraid of four of the ballet 
boys in long green underwear. 
There is a charming pastiche in 
kyogen style in which Rokuro 
Hata assumes the burden of 
mistaking his wife’s behind for 
a melon, and there is a memor- 
able, if awfully uncomfortable 
beer party on stage, patrons be- 


ing dragged from their seats to 
choke down a lukewarm glass 
or two in the glare of spotlight 
and embarrassed public atten- 
tion. 


The best thing in the show, 
and really the only reason for 
seeing it, are this month’s guest 
artists. The Music Hall’s time- 
honored practice has been to 
drag in only the most battered 
and available of foreign “ar- 
tists,” refugees from vaudeville 
and acts turned down as cul- 
turally inadequate for Perth 
Amboy beer halls. This time 
they have gotten hold of some 
real artists who call themselves 
the Three Vanstrattans. 


Their act is pure delight. It 
consist of two girls in net hose 
and the most revolting of 
“drum-majorette” costumes who 
mince on, whining tunes of the 
day, followed by their much 
maligned partner, a man who 
does truly miraculous rope 
tricks and is constantly brow- 
beaten by the ladies, completely 
unaware of his talent and main- 
ly concerned with bumping, 
grinding, leering at the audience 
and embodying a truly colossal 
vulgarity. 


The act is carried off with a 
charm and zest which leaves 
the rest of the show looking 
sick. It is by far the funniest 
thing to grace the Music Hall 
stage in years and for once the 
famed M. H. nudes must take a 
back seat. And they look very 
pretty on it too, though one 
might warn against their resting 
on this laurels for too long: 
flesh is grass but art goes on 
forever.—D.R.

Deliveries 
To P.I. Set

Japan’s second-year program 
of reparations goods delivery 
to the Philippines is expected 
to begin shortly before the end 
of August, it was learned yes- 
terday. 

David Manipula, acting coun- 
selor of the Philippine repara- 
tions mission in Tokyo, also an- 
nounced the July 22 comple- 
tion of the first-year program. 

Manipula said in an exclusive 
interview that the first-year 
program, begun July 23, 1956, 
actually was completed in a lit- 
tle less than eight months, be- 
cause procurement of goods 
Started on Dec. 1, 

Manipula said that the vari- 
ous ministries of the Japanese 
Government would finalize soon 
their study of the list of repara- 
tions goods demanded by the 
Philippines for the second-year 
program. 

He said the program, total- 
ing $57 million, was submitted 
to the Japanese Government for 
study June 29. 


Ironing Out Differences 

Since then, Filipino repara- 
tions officials here, headed by 
Minister Cesar-Lanuza, and their 
Japanese counterparts have 
been holding talks aimed at 
ironing out and adjusting dif- 
ferences over the program. 

Asked to conform and elabor- 
ate further Manipula’s state- 
ment, Lanuza said he expected 
the talks to end by “next 
week.” 
Lanuza said close of the nego- 
tiations would signal the begin- 
ning of the second-year repara- 
tions delivery program. He 
would not hazard a guess on 
the final total of the program. 
Neither would he predict when 
the reparations mission would 
actually start the procurement 
of goods following finalization 
of the program. 
Under the reparations treaty, 
Japan is to pay the Philippines 
in capital goods, services and 
cash in the following manner: 
250 million dollars in equal 
installments in during the first 
10 years and the balance of 300 
million dollars during the 
remaining 10 years or within a 
shorter period as many be 
agreed upon between the two 
countries. 
In this connection, Manipula 
said payment of the installment 
for the first year totalling 25 
million dollars was expected to 
be completed by December. 

Not Slowed Down 

He a'so said that contrary to 
public relief in the Philippines, 
the pace of deliveries by Japan 
had not slowed down aj all. He 
said there were deliveries of re- 
parations goods weekly cn the 
average, with the months of 
May to July marking the heav- 
iest deliveries. 
Manipula said the latest deli- 
veries, now en route to Manila 
and expected there about the 
end of the week, included the 
following: 3;145 pieces of elect- 
ric line material and 360,000 
feet of structural ground wire 
for the National Power Corpora- 
tion; 64 units of bamboo machi- 
nery for use by the Education 
Department in the development 
of cottage industries; 958 tons 
of cast iron pipes, 80 tons of 
cast iron fittings and 34 tons of 
standard Brassgate valves; and 
1,170 tons of steel bars for the 
Public Works Department. 

Manipula said the total value 
of these deliveries was $931,- 
625.29. Another shipment of re- 
parations goods was scheduled 
to leave Japan Aug. 26. 


Export Bank Approves 


9 Loan Applications 


The Export-Import Bank of 
Japan approved nine applica- 
tions for loans totaling 11,162 
million yen in value in July. 

The bank guaranteed accom- 
modation of loans for two cases 
totaling 6,840 million yen in 
value also during the month, 
the announcement said. 

The latter two were for the 
Alaskan Lumber and Pulp Com- 
pany which will be set up in 
the United States. The bank 
guaranteed repayment of the 
company’s borrowings from an 
American bank totaling 2,520 
million yen and its debentures 
totalling 4,320 million yen to be 
issued in that country.

Production Level 
Up 23.3 Per Cent 


Japan’s production level dur- 
ing the first half of this year, 
from January to June, was 
higher by 23.3 per cent than 
the corresponding period of 
last year, according to a check- 
up by the Ministry of Inter- 
national Trade and Industry. 


The checkup, announced yes- 
terday, indicated 16.8 per cent 
of the total percentage of in- 
crease in production was result- 
ing from greater investments. 


The over-investments caused 
price rises, marked expansion 
in the import of raw materials 
and finished goods during the 
period and the corresponding 
decrease in Japan’s foreign cur- 
rency holdings. 


The effect of the recent series 
of money control measures 
will continue to infiltrate into 
the industrial circles in July, 
August and September, the 
Ministry estimated on the basis 
of the checkup. 

October will see a favorable 
turn in Japan’s business acti- 
vity, mainly due to seasonal 
factors, such as possible excess 
in the disbursement of Govern- 
ment funds to the private cir- 
cles. 

The Ministry admitted the 
need of maintaining the present 
tight money policy up to the 
end of next March unless ex- 
ports register noticeable rises by 
that time, 


Labor Productivity 


Registers Increase 

Labor productivity in major 
industries in Japan increased 10 
to 20 per cent during last year, 
a Labor Ministry survey dis- 
closed Monday. 

According to the Ministry’s 
announcement, four out of the 
14 kinds of major industries sur- 
veyed showed a conspicuous ad- 
vance in labor productivity of 
20 per cent or higher. The four 
are cement, soda, automobile 
and electric motor industries. 

Ten other industries including 
iron, cotton, ammonium sul- 
phate, chemical fiber, paper, 
pulp and wool indicated an in- 
crease of around 10 per cent. 

The cement industry climbed 
by 19 per cent in 1956, bringing 
the total rise since 1952 to more 
than 40 per cent. | 

The Ministry attributed the 
remarkable advance in labor 
productivity to the active in- 
vestments in industries during 
1956, improvement in produc- 
tion technique, higher stand- 
ardization of products and a 
high degree of operation in 
various industries. 


Japanese Cement Said 
In P.I. Black Market 


MANILA (Kyodo-UP) — The 
National Bureau of Investiga-

Fingerprinting Compromise 
The Government is reported ready to “compromise” on 
the fingerprinting issue with Peiping in hopes of removing 
that singular obstruction -to the Communist Chinese trade 
fairs planned this year in Japan. 

_ There are two possible interpretations of “compromise.” 
On one hand it may indicate a healthy openness of mind, 
as opposed to petty adamancy, and a determination to get 
_on* with business by trying to meet the other party half 


way 


In the other usage, “compromise” refers to an abandon- 


ment of principle, a shortsighted willingness to do what- 
ever appears necessary to meet an immediate problem. 
This may be called opportunism. 

There are elements of both kinds of compromising in 
the purported Government decision on the fingerprinting 


issue. 


Certainly it stands in contrast with the Peiping 


Government’s attitude, which has been manifested in all 
sorts of outlandish charges against Japan over our mere 
insistence to abide by our law. 

At the same time, the decision would mean finally com- 
promising those laws, and that we cannot praise or con- 
done. According to the reports, the plan being considered 
is to let the trade fair officials stay on after the two-month | 
period legally allowed without fingerprinting, provided 
they have started preparations for going home. This may 
be defensible technically, but there seems little doubt that 
it at least runs counter to the spirit of the law. 

As a matter of fact, we don’t know but what Peiping 


will reject even this. 


If the Communists should accept 


it, they would most likely do so under protest. And they 


will, of course, continue to 


agitate against the required 


fingerprinting of resident staff members of their proposed 
trade mission in Tokyo. This case, it may be noted, does 
not admit of compromise, unless the individuals are given 
diplomatic immunity; and that could hardly be done while 
there are no real or quasi diplomatic relations between 


the two nations. 


. 


All of this leads to the conclusion that we must finally 
come to grips with the fingerprinting problem on the 


legislative level. 


That is, to decide whether this require-: 


ment might not be struck from the immigration laws or 


else redefined. 


Not only Peiping but the other Communist Govern- 
ments, too, take the stand that fingerprinting is a practice 


intended only for criminals. 
ing, but we don’t agree. 


Others may share this feel- 


There are a dozen excellent rea- 


sons for recording a person’s fingerprints, and most of them 
are for the individual’s own benefit—such as for the pur- 
pose of identification in case of accident. 

The question is whether our belief in the worth of 
* fingerprinting is more important to us than the chances to 
make fuller contact with people from the Communist 


countries. 


Put this way, we would answer no. 


If this 


minor issue is to isolate us entirely from a large segment 
of the world’s population, it would be the better part of 
_ wisdom to make the compromise complete and legal. 


Driving Clubs 
On a fair weather Sunday the road from Yokohama to 
the beach resorts south is virtually one solid line of auto- 


mobiles. 


In the midst of this bumper-to-bumper parade, 


one is apt to wonder about the oft heard claim that peo- 
ple in Japan can’t afford to own cars. 

The tact is, many of the private vehicles—particularly 
in the traffic headed for the pleasure resorts—are not pri- 


vate at all. 
which are not clubs either. 


They belong to the so-called “driving clubs,” 


Engaged in renting cars to 


anybody showing a driver’s license, they are strictly busi- 


ness outfits. 


And business in this rapidly mushrooming enterprise 
is booming, just as pachinko boomed while that fad was 
new and uncontrolled. The analogy is ours and we think 


it an apt one. 


For one thing, the authorities now, just 


as they did a few years back in the case of pachinko, are 
planning to control the driving clubs in an effort to. reduce 


the evil. 
According to the Tokyo 


Metropolitan Police Depart- 


ment, the accident rate of the rented cars is five times 
higher than the norm, which itself is one of the world’s 


highest. 


This seems justification enough to enforce ‘some 


Sort of discriminatory control over them. 

Hence, a special license plate is being designed for the 
driving club cars to distinguish them from private vehicles. 
The predicted effect of this move, which is to be put in 
force October 1, is far greater than anyone not familiar 


with the new fad might imagine. 


It will frustrate the 


chief motive of most of those renting the autos—which is 
to play a game of pretended car owner. 
The players in this child-like but extremely dangerous 


sport are youths, usually in 
and thrills. 


gangs to share the expense 


Spoiling their fun will have a salient effect 


on accident statistics, while leaving the job for parents, 
teachers and social workers to find them more wholesome 


outlets.

Wednesday, August 14 

Asahi Shimbun urged the 
Government to solve as soon 
as possible the controversial 
problem of fingerprinting the 
trade representatives of the Pei- 
ping Government coming here 
to supervise the scheduled 
Communist Chinese trade fair 
or incorporate the _ solution 
in the fourth Japan-Peiping 
trade agreement. This _ prob- 
lem, the paper regretted, con- 
stituted the stumbling-block to 
the conclusion of the fourth 
trade agreement. The paper, 
especially, expressed dissatis- 
faction that the Government has 
been delaying its solution of 
this problem. Such an attitude, 
it said, cannot be understood 
in view of its earlier public 
promise to expand Japan’s 
trade with mainland China. 


Yomiuri Shimbun commented 
on the virtual devaluation of 
the French franc. The issue 
itself, the paper said, will 
hardly have any effect on this 
country as Japan’s trade with 
France is negligible. It pointed 
out, however, that although the 
devaluation of foreign exchange 
may restricted to France 
alone for. the time being, its 
impart on other West European 
countries will deserve keen at- 
tention. The important point is, 
it said, that the devaluation of 
the franc had a close connection 
with the current worldwide 
dollar shortage and unfavorable 
balances in the international ac-

counts of various countries. In 
this connection, the paper noted 
the recent decline of the pound 
Sterling, Italian lira and other 
currencies. The _ shortage of 
foreign currency is also seen 
in various Southeast Asian na- 
tions. 


Chugoku Shimbun  (Hiro- 
shima) urged the ‘Third World 
Conference against Atomic and 
Hydrogen Bombs now under 
way in Tokyo to call upon the 
United Nations Disarmament 
Subcommittee meeting in Lon- 
don to some way or other reach 
concrete agreements on the pro- 
hibition of nuclear tests. The 
paper regretted that although 
the subcommittee had agreed 
in principle on the prohibition 
of nuclear tests, there has de- 
veloped a disparity of views be- 
tween the United States and 
the Soviet Union on the period 
during which the test is to be 
banned? Although it may be 
ideal, the paper said, to outlaw 
such a test permanently, it will 
be the next best thing to fix a 
certain period of prohibition 
and pave the way gradually 
toward a ban if a permament 
prohibition is not possible at 
this time. The paper advised 
the world conference to send its 
representatives to the London 
conference to appeal directly on 
the issue of prohibiting nuclear 
tests. 


Nishi Nihon Shimbun (Fuku- 
oka) urged the Government to 
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PARIS—The French Govern- 
ment is now rather unhappily 
reexamining its own policy in 
Algeria. The final result will only 
be known in September, but the 
two possible outcomes are al- 
ready quite easily foreseeable. 

Either the present reexarnina- 
tion will be transformed into the 
beginning of a serious attempt to 
find an agreed solution of the 
agonizing Algerian problem, or 
the meeting of the United Na- 
tions Assembly in September 
will produce a blow-up inside 
the Western alliance almost on 
the scale of the Suez crisis. The 
reasons for these alternatives 
are simple indeed. 

In brief, in anticipation of the 
U.N. Assembly session, where 
Algeria will be the major item 
on the agenda, the French have 
been sounding out the Ameri- 
can and British Governments 
on the possibilities of securing 
their support. The chief sound- 
ing-out expedition was the trip 
to Washington of the able Per- 
manent Undersecretary of the 
French Foreign Office, Louis 
Joxe, 

In a series of long, frank and 
friendly conversation, Secretary 
of State John Foster Dulles in 
effect told Joxe that the United 
States very muck wanted to sup- 
port France once again in the 
U.N. but Dulles added firmly 
that France would have to pro- 
pose some kind of Algerian solu- 
tion that the United States could 
in all Honesty support. 

The best solution, Dulles in- 
sisted, would be one that Tunis 
and Morocco would also agree 
to indorse. This would mean 
recognizing the aspirations of 
the native Algerians, tying an 
at least semi-independent re- 
organized Algeria to Tunis and 
Morocco, and finally tying all 
three countries to France. 

Secretary Dulles did not in- 
sist, however, that the new 
French proposals for Algeria 
should have Tunisian and Mo- 
roccan backing. He only in- 
sisted that the proposals must 
be serious, in the sense of of- 
fering some hope of producing 
eventual peace. 

Last year, he pointed out, the 
United States had .backed the 
plan of former Premier Guy 
Mollet, for a ceasefire followed 
by free elections; but this had 
proved delusive. Now another

meeting. 

If France goes into the U.N. 
Assembly with the whole Afro- 
Asian and Communist blocs 
against her, and with no sup- 
port fromthe other great West- 
ern allies, the result must be a 
truly appalling defeat. 

The consequences are really 
incalculable. For how will 
France, for instance, respond 
to a ringing U.N. condemna- 
tion? Only one consequence, 
indeed, can be calculated with 
real assurance. The ensuing 
recriminations inside the West- 
ern alliance will be heard 
around the world. 

Such being the future pros- 
pect if France does not put for- 
ward constructive Algerian pro- 
posals, the reexamination of 
the Algerian problem that is 
being conducted here assumes 
the widest possible significance. 
But as yet, it must be said, the 
reexamination has not produc- 
ed the kind of new proposals 
Washington and London are de- 
voutly praying for. :

Premier Bourges-Maunoury is 
seeking to draft a law giving 
the broad framework of a new 


organization of Algeria. * Thus 
far, however, the framework law 
does not comprise the minimum 
recognition of Algeria as a na- 
tional entity that:could conceiv- 
ably satisfy the Tunisians, the 
Moroccans or the Algerian dis- 
sidents. Instead, the most favor- 
ed proposal at present is to 
divide Algeria into three pro-

Readers in Council 


English Teaching 


To the Editor: 

In the Aug. 6 issue of The 
Japan Times there appears an 
article entitled “New Oral Ap- 
proach,” which tells of a new 
program about to be introduced 
in Japan for teaching English 
as a foreign language. Japa- 
nese teachers and studerts can 
certainly benefit from the Fries’ 
approach in overcoming their 
problems. 


However, it seems weli at this 
time to bring to the atter.tion of 
the Japanese educators and all 
other interested parties, who 
are anxious to make use of the 
most perfect means available for 
teaching English, that a more 
advanced and linguistic series 
of texts than put out by the 
Fries school has been in use at 
some of America’s best univer- 
sities for a number of years. 

The linguists who have pre- 
pared these newer texts are not 
located at any one university 
but rather are professors at a 
number of universities. How- 
ever, they are unified under the 
directive forces of the American 
Council of Learned Societies of 
Washington, D.C. (abbreviated 
to ACLS). 


It is impossible in a letter to 
demonstrate the important and 
basic differences existing be- 
tween ACLS texts and those of 
the University of Michigan. 
Also since this is not the place 
for technical treatment of the 
problem (though this is of great 
importance), the _ illustration 
given below will be limited to 
just one point which will be 
best understood by the general 
public. 


As regards language, especial- 
ly from a linguistic viewpoint, 
the living and vital elements are 
of basic importance. Take away 
the life of a language, distort 
real conversation under a pre- 
text of being scientific, and de- 
spite all the pattern practices 
and contrast exerciges in the 
world, you still have nothing 
but a bare skeleton. 

If the flesh and blood of a 
language should be removed, 
the ensuing disillusionment 
which tHe teachers will undergo 
due to the lack of response and 
interest of their students will be 
a necessary consequence, Let us 
not blame the students if, with- 
out testing the “meat” of the 
language they are studying, 
they should fail to take to the 
new approach with the same 
zeal as do its propagators. 

Let us hope that the “new 
oral method” takes this factor 
into account, or rather gives it 
the first place in its program. 
But if it has not done this, let 
us hope that the advocates of 
this method do not consider 
those teachers who hesitate to 
climb on the bandwagon as be- 
ing bound by obsolete supersti- 
tions and backward traditional- 
ism when it may be only that 
their innate sense for the living 
language has been violated. 

An illustration follows. Th 
extract given below has bee 
taken from one of the most im- 
portant texts of the Fries‘school 
used at the University of Michi- 
(Phonetic symbols have 
been replaced by usual English 


spelling for the benefit of the 
reader. 
Conversation: 


Teacher: What is your name? 


Teacher: What is your phone 
number? 

Student: My phone number is 
2-4591.  - 

Teacher: When did you ar- 
rive? 

Student: I arrived yesterday. 


The above is labelled “con- 
versation” in the text, but it is 
hard to believe that anyone who 
is a native speaker of English, 
above all a linguist, can serious- 
ly consider it to be a conversa: 
tion in the true sense of the 
word or has ever heard such a 
“conversation” in any natural 
surrounding. What is it, then? 
Itisaclassroom exercise, stereo. 
typed, artificial, and unrealistic. 
It certainly is not scientific or 
linguistic if these terms are 
understood rightly. 


Realistic dialogues are possi- 
ble and can very well be fitted to 
a linguistically planned course. 
Perhaps the “new oral mothod” 
to be introduced in Japan has 
already compensated for this de 
tect among others which space 
does not permit me to illustrate. 

As regards the ACLS texts, 
there are several hundred life- 
like and realistic conversations 
integrated with substitution and 
contrast drills. Such dialogues 
are essential if the interest of 
all but the most plugging type of 
student is to be held. The 
ACLS dialogues cannot be said 
to be perfect or without possible 
improvement; but they are 
much closer to the “facts of the 
language” than anything ap- 
pearing in the texts put out at 
Michigan. Space prevents an 
illustration of this point. 

A number of very important 
points are passed over here, but 
I hope what has been said above 
will be welcomed by those who 
are engaged in propagating the 
“new method” and others who 
are deeply interested in it. 

I would be happy to go into 
greater detail with anyone who 
has a special interest in what I 
have said. I believe that the 
solution to the problems rests 
in the hands of the Japanese 
educators and their American 
advisers. So I‘-hope what I have 
said does not detract from their 
work or dampen their en- 
thusiasm in striving to give the 
Japanese students the best to be 
had and that they will go on 
day by day perfecting their 


work,

London Hits Back 
On Hongkong Issue

HONGKONG—Britain appears 
fed up with Peiping’s pokes 
and jabs about British rule of 

Chinese in Hongkong. 


London’s blunt rejection of 
the Communists’ protest con- 
cerning the moving of Chinese 
from a section of Kowloon 
where a resettlement housing 
project will be built was by far 
the harshest the British have 
yet used in replying to Red com- 
plaints. 


It even went so far as to point 
out that one of Hongkong’s 


- major problems is an _ over- 


crowded population caused by 
Chinese fleeing Communist rule 
on the mainland. 


This wasn’t the first time Brit- 
ain has had to answer Chinese 
Communist protests and charges 
about the way Chinese are treat- 
ed here. And it probably won't 
be the last. But it served to 
illustrate what one prominent 
British source termed ‘“some- 
thing of a fed-up attitude” about 
Peiping’s “intrusion in the Brit- 
ish administration.” 


Past complaints from Peiping 


have included charges that the 
British didn’t take proper meas- 
ures to prevent the sabotaging 
of an Air India airplane in 1955. 
Fifteen Communist officials ‘and 
newsmen were killed in the 
crash off Indonesia. 

Then there was the charge 
about the Hongkong Govern- 
ment imposing restrictions on 
the entry of Chinese into the 
colony from Red China—a move 
which was provoked by too 
many Chinese “visitors” staying 
here and refusing to return to 
the mainland. 

The riots last October also 
provoked Peiping accusations— 
that the British permitted na- 
tionalist elements to operate 
freely in the colony. 

Chinese Premier Chou En-lai 
even went so far as to comment 
that Communists were watching 
with interest whether the Brit- 
ish could control the rioting 
and could adequately protect 
Chinese lives—a veiled threat 
that the Reds might send in 
troops to quell the disturbances. 

But in each of these cases, 
Britain replied to Peiping’s 
formal notes politely although 
firmly. 

Then came the July 24 charge 
from the Communists and on 
Aug. 6 the British reply. The 
reply even though quite in keep- 
ing with diplomatic protocol, 
made no bones about Britain’s 
annoyance at the Communist 
protest, 

“Her Majesty’s Government 
sincerely regret that the Chi- 
nese People’s Government have 
seen fit to intervene this way in 
internal affairs of another Gov- 
ernment and to give currency 
to the fallacious and mischiev- 
ous stories which have been cir- 
culated by certain newspapers 
and a small group of discredited 
agitators, mainly landlords,” 
said the British reply. 

Diplomats saw in these words 
a warning to Peiping that Brit- 
ain will not tolerate any ideas 
among the Chinese Reds that 
anyone but the British are run- 
ning Hongkong. 

Further, if London ever con- 
sidered seriously granting the 
Red request to station an offici- 
al representative in Hongkong 
to look after the interests of the 
Chinese men in the street here 
—and it is unlikely Britain real- 
ly has—then Peiping is out of 
luck. 

“It is odd that China com- 
plains about our handling of 
Chinese living here when only a 
minute percentage of those 
very same Chinese ever com- 
plain themselves,” commented 
a British official.

The Labor Scene

Sohyo Reaches a Turning Point 


(Benjamin Martin, Chicago-born 
expert on labor matters, holds the 
position of international representa- 
tive of the International Union of 
Electrical, Radio and Machine 
Workers (IUE-AFL-CIO) and is 
now carrying out a study of the 
Japanese and Indian labor move- 
ments under a grant from an 
American private agency.) 


The ninth convention of So 
hyo (General Council of Trade 
Unions) which took place in 
Tokyo from Aug. 3-6 was parti 
cularly noteworthy in  high- 
lighting the evolution of a 
young organization that is un- 
dergoing a period of stabiliza- 
tion. Embracing 40 national 
unions with a membership in 
excess of 3 million, Sohyo exer- 
cises a decisive influence on the 
fate and fortunes of Japanese 
labor. 


Heretofore the atmosphere 
within Sohyo and particularly 
at convention sessions, was 
marked by a bitter power strug- 
gle between the two major ten- 
dencies, the IwaiOta “main- 
stream” group and those sup- 
porting the policies of Minoru 
Takano, the former secretary 
general. 


Prior to this year the strength 
of the two major. tendencies 
was fairly close with a slight 
majority supporting the Iwai- 
Ota group. 

The Takano tendency had 
been in power from 1951 until 
1955 when Akira Iwai, a leader 
of the Railway Workers Union, 
defeated Takano for the key 
post of secretary general by a 
very narrow margin. During 
the period of the Takano group 
dominance, Sohyo policy tend- 
ed more and more to assume 
a decided pro-Communist orien- 
tation although the organization 
has never been either control- 
ed nor directed by the Commu- 
nist Party and is allied with 
the Socialist Party. 


Since the initial election of 
Iwai as secretary general in 
1955, he has been successfully 
reelected each year. It is only 
within the last year that the 
close ratio of strength between 
the two opposing tendencies be- 
gan to tip decidedly in favor of 
the Iwai-Ota group. 

The ninth convention of 
Sohyo witnessed a _ crushing 
and perhaps, mortal defeat of 
the Takano tendency. All the 
large national federations with 
the exception of Nikkyoso 
(Japan Teachers’ Union) are 
now allied with the Iwai-Ota 
“mainstream” group. The 
Takano tendency has been 
reduced to the size of a noisy 
brook. 


This represents an important 
change in Sohyo affairs. In ths 
past, because of the close rela- 
tions of forces, policy problems 
and tactics were subject to 
necessary compromise and 
modification as conditioned pv 
the ever-present factional strug: 
gles. For the first time the 
leadership finds itself without 
the problem of having to cater 
to the needs of a factional 
atmosphere. Although there 
may exist some difference with 
in the “mainstream” group, it 
is a leadership that now 
possesses firm control of the 
organization command posts. 


The problem of developing a 
stable mature leadership has 
been a difficult one for the 


Japanese labor movement. 
Since its rebirth 12 years ago, 
leadership turnover at the 


various echelons of trade union 
organizations has occurred too 
frequently and after only short 
intervals in office. 


The advent of a leadership 
commanding the support of a 
large majority of the Sohyo 
affiliates is a fortuitous event. 
Should the “mainstream” ten- 
dency be able to maintain their 
influence it may well mean that 
the ruling triumvirate of -wai- 
Haraguchi-Ota will be able to re- 
main in office for a protracted 
period. This would permit the 
development of a more ex: 
perienced, mature union leader. 
ship. 

This observer was impressed 
by the ability and dynamism of 
the Sohyo leadership. They are 
young and dedicated people. As 
would be expected, errors and 
miscalculations have been made, 


Given an extended period in 
office they will develop into out- 
standing seasoned leaders. It 
should be noted that most of 
these people have had short 
union ‘careers, consisting of 
only three to 10 years experi- 
ence in the labor movement, 


The tone of the convention 
was dominated by a concern 
over the expected showdown 
with employer - government 
forces who are intent on either 
smashing or weakening the 
strength of Sohyo and all other 
labor organizations. It is en- 
couragin™ to note that the lead- 
ership possesses sufficiently 
good instincts so as to capably 
assess the limits to which union 
action can be pushed. The ul- 
traleft adventurist elements 
which were supported by the 
Takano tendency were diploma- 
tically but firmly held in check 


by the convention, 
The dispute between the Gov- 
ernment and the KokKutetsu 


Rodo Kumiai (Railway Work- 
ers Union), second largest in 
Sohyo, has become the storm 
center of the entire labor-man- 
agement problem. Sohyo lead- 
ers regard the action of the Gov- 
ernment as deeply hostile and 
antiunion and are preparing for 
a showdown. Private enter- 
prise seems to be awaiting the 
results of this showdown as an 
indication as to what extent 
they, in turn, can move against 
unions in their respective in- 
dustries. Important confronta- 
tions of the two forces are ex- 
pected to take place within the 
next 10 months. 

The ninth Sohyo convention 
revealed extent of the isolation 
of Sohyo from the trade unions 
of almost all nonCommunist 
countries. 

Greetings were received from 
the “trade unions” of almost 
every important Communist 
country. A _ representative of 
the Communist-controllee World 
Federation of Trade Unions 
(WFTU), togehter with an em- 
issary of the Communist-domi- 
nated SOBSI (Indonesian Trade 
Union Federation) were present 
at the convention. The only 
nonCommunist representatives 
were a small group represent- 
ing some local unions in Aus- 
tralia and a leader of the Aus- 
tralian Labor Party. 

The absence of comparable 
greetings from the Free trade 
Unions pointed up the fact that 
Sohyo’s policy of “non-align- 
ment” has not worked and that 
Sohyo’s reputation among non- 
Communist unions throughout 
the world is in disrepute. 

This troubling situation is an 
inheritance from the “Takano 
period” and a problem that 
must be dealt with by the 
“mainstream” leadership. At a 
time when Sohyo may face a 
struggle for survival, it is vital 
that she obtain the support of 
free trade unions, 

To all men of goodwill who 
look to the existence of a strong 
trade union movement in Japan 
as a democratic bulwark, the 
alliance and friendship between 
Sohyo and the non-Communist 
trade unions is a “must.”

HIROSHIGE’S TOKAIDO, In 
Prints and Poetry. Edited by Reiko 
Chiba. Published by Charles E. ; 
Tuttle Company. $1.65 or ¥600 in 
Japan, 


Hiroshige should need no in- 
troduction to anyone who is ac- 
quainted even slightly with 
Japanese woodblock prints. It 
was in 1832 that Hiroshige jour- 
neyed from Tokyo to Kyoto, 
traveling along the Tokaido and 
staying over at the 53 stations 
dotting that highway. At each 
station the famous artist sketch- 
ed a typical scene. This book 
contains the 53 sketches plus 
one each of Tokyo and Kyoto. 

In addition the 55 prints are 
accompanied by descriptive 
poems in English selected from 
established-+ anthologies. The 
poems are in three celebrated 
forms, the tanka, haiku and 
senryu, besides selections from 
the Manyoshu, Japan’s earliest 
anthology. 

Though the prints are small, 
the book is attractively bound 
and should make a pleasing sou- 
venir. 
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
